care of foreign paupjrs and lunatics? 


It is a fact which claims the thought- 


ful attention ot the people, that a major- 
ity 
of 
the 
inmates 
iu 
the 


asylums for the insane in Wisconsin, are 
foreigners. 
During the year 1SSG there 


were 2-17 patients admitted to the state 
hospital, of which 144 were foreigners— 
considerably over half. 
And at the close 


of 1S86 there were C14 pati&cis in tbe 
Northern hospital for tho insane, and o£ 
this number !1G5 wore foreigners. In 
other stiles the proportion of foreigners 
in asylums for the insane to native born 
'a muob greater than in this state. 


This question of immigration is one of 


special importance, acd it keeps on grow- 
ing in importance. But the remedy ia 
difficult to determine. Congress has the 
power to provide a remedy, but the like- 
lihood is that it will not—will not do 
anything about it.

Ibo measures taken last winter by our 
state to discourage the influx of certain 
classes of foreigners into the slate, were 
heartily

the subject. 
Immigration is a problem 


that must eventually be grappled with, 
and its solution will test end try to tha 
utmost the wisest statesmanship of this 
ojuntry.

Tlio Elevated Haul's Strike. 


NEW YORK, July 14.— Tho strike on the 


Brooldyn Elevated railroad is still on, but 
thoro is only ono seeming drawback to its 
settlement— the refusal of the railroad offi- 
cials to submit their side of tho case to arbi- 
tration. Florence Donovan, a member of 
tho State Board of Arbitration, wont to 
Brooklyn and invited Superintendent Itfar- 
tin, ot' the road, to meet the strikers for tho 
purpose of arbitrating tho existing difficul- 
ties, but Mr. Martin sent back word that ths 
company had nothing to arbitrate, and re- 
fused to meet Mr. Donovan. They promised 
to meet the strikers in conference to-day.

lutionary committee to force the signing ot 
tho constitution before their arrival. 
Under 


this constitution tlio powers of natives will 
bo greatly curtailed, while those of tho for- 
eign-born population will be enhanced in u 
like ratio, and it is tho King's belief that thu 
natives who uro now in sympathy with the 
revolutionists vri'.l bo weaned from tho cause 
on account of this curtailment ot their priv- 
ileges. 
The King's refusal to sign will, 


The United 
States man-of-war Adams is lying in the 
harbor.

A Novel Military Machine. 


People in many London thoroughfares 


' avc been considerably astonished by the 
ppearancc of a strange looking vehicle 
needing swiftly along propelled by ten 
iders, who sat all in a / >w like the crew 
£ an elongated university row-boat. Ibis 
novelty in means of locomotion is to be 
evcrely tested with a view to its adoption 
'or military operations. It is the latest 
adaptation of a "victoria" or "four.in- 
iand" quadricyclc. and it is intended lor 
he rapid transport of infantry from one 
point to another. When fully manned^ it 
carries twelve men who con take -with 
hem if ordered a light baggage -art or 
ammunition wagon. The advantages ot 
mounting men thus in single-flic in- 
stead of two or four abreast are, first 
of all that the machine is more mnnage- 
ib!e, and second, that power for power 
t presents less surface to a strong head of 
wind, one of the obstacles most difficult 
for cyclists to overcome. The speed that 
can be got out of such a machine by ten 
or twelve moderate riders is quite surpris- 
ing 
Ten miles an hour would be consid- 


ered a low average rate, and sixteen have 
been cosily accomplished. It is said to be 
affected less than any other velocipede by 
any roughness iu the thoroughfares, and 
it posses over ncwly-nictaled bits of road 
with comparative ease. All the tires are 
wired on tlie Quo principle, so that they 
can not be greatly damaged by cuts from 
sharp siones.

there is, ol course, considerable saving of 
labor 
and probably other advantages 


might be claimed from a military point of 
view. 
Kccently a machine manned by 


ten riders, who did not take their baggage 
van with them, set out from a warehouse 
on Eolborr. viaduct at 1 o'clock, when the 
currents of traffic were running strongly 
in opposite directions. 
The whole con- 


trol and steering of the machine is in 
the hands of one man, and he had no ap- 
parent difficulty in managing it even 
where the thoroughfare was most densely 
crowded. It turned easily enough in less 
space than a hansom would have needed, 
and threaded its way among numberless 
vehicles without mishap, though the driv- 
ers of cabs and omnibuses neglected their 
own business to gaze at the strange appa- 
rition as it sped past them. The "crew 
in charge of this multicycle arc all trained 
volunteers, who will be able to execute 
any military evolution that may be de- 
manded of them wilh intelligence, and al- 
together the experiment is one in which 
mflitorv men take a lively interest. Large 
numbers of tricvcles for use in the Ger- 
man army have liuclv been supplied, but 
this latest novelty iu" velocipedes has not 
vet been submitted to the agents of any 
continental power, and will be subjected to 
its first practical trial for militarypurposes 
at Aldefshot,
